ing her own large population with a 
bare sufficiency of ‘bread grains. 
Russia’s wheat exports so far this 
year are not a fifth of the volume 
that they were at this time last year. 

In the face of the very low wheat 
prices prevailing during the past two 
years there has been a very consider: 
able increase in acreage in Australia, 
Argentina and in Canada, This year 
the former two countries. have in- 
créased their wheat acreage between 
3,000,000 and 4,000,000 acres, as 

“compared with last year. Canada’s 
‘wheat acreage has been steadily 
mounting and this year the area in 
Spring wheat totalled 26,628,000 acres 
or over a million acres greater than 
in 1981. ‘Tihe total acreage in spring 
and fall wheat in Canada this year 
was two million acres greater than in 
1929, 

It has long been etd as an ec- 
onomic dictum that very low prices 
would act asa deterrent to increased 

production. But this has not proved 
to be the case inkthe dye crisis 
and. in the prices for

production costs, there has been in- 
creased a¢reages seeded in Australia, 
Argentina and COanada. United 
States’ wheat growers are alone am- 
ong the four large wheat exporting 
countries in reducing acreage seeded 
to wheat. It is but natural that such 
a course should be followed by Unit- 
ed States’ wheat growers as their 
costs of production are higher and 
their difficulties of effecting export 
greater, Furthermore the United 
States is the most logical country 
to go out of the export business. in 
view of her large domestic market 
whic would prove increasingly  ait- 
' tractive from a price standpoint with 
ea diminished wheat production. 

The cut-throat competition between 
the four countries under review has 
had most serious consequence and if 
persisted in for much lenger will un- 
doubtedly result in further demoral- 
ization and possibly a complete break- 
down of agriculture in these coun- 


pro- | ably in the United “puaecss has ap- 
parently had little influence. No 
country except Russia is at the pres- 
ent time in a position to, enforce ac- 
reage contraction, and Rusgia has 
sought rather to expand her acreage, 
Other means-to that end may be

Certainly if the present dog-eat- 
dog competition is permitted to be 
followed to its netural conclusion, 
provided something else does not in- 
tervene, results are going to be dis- 
rupting for every country soncerned, 
One ‘has only to look at conditions 
in this country today, to see how 
this international struggle has af- 
fected our agriculture. And this will 
be aggravated if the competition is 
carried much further, No one ex- 
porting county dare undertake ac- 
reage contraction by itself unless it 
made up its mind to retire voluntar- 
ily from the export field and leave 
that to others. If anything at all us 
done in this proposal for exporting 
countries to limit acreage it must be 
done on a basis of equity. > 

©, W. Peterson, why has given con- 
siderable study to this problem of 
steadily increasing acreage and bush- 
elage, and ‘who is a strong support- 
er of the idea of international agree- 
ment to curtail acreage, states: 

‘*Reviewing the whole sitwation it 
would seem, that production control 
in wheat in Australia, Argetina, Can- 
ada and the United States ‘has the 
advantage—of correcting the funda- 
mental cause of the depression. It 
presents a comparatively simple prob- 
lem only and would quickly restore 
agricultural purchasing power and 
end the depression. Ali nations would 
apparently welcome a move in that 
direction, } 

Aside from the general theory 
that, in the long run, agricultural 
prices determine the. level of gener- 
al commodity prices, it is still clear 
that any useful stabilization plan 
must of necersity concern itself, first 
and foremost, with food prices. That 
the key to these lies in efifeative con- 
trol, of bread grain production, ,is’ 
tardly dpen to serious argument, - 

‘As a last resort—one hardly dar- 
es to even suggest jt—the quickest, 
and most effective and cheapest of all 
remedies, and also the most centent- 
ious, might be seriously considered; 
namely, removing by artificial means,

Well conducted and efficient Canad- 
ian industries are not to be sacrificed. 

Statistics published recently in the 
London Times indicate the scope 
there is for a vast extension of trade 
within the Empire. During the past 
ten years, the overseas Empire pur- 
chased annually over one billion dol- 
lars worth of foreign manufacturers 
which Britain could have efficiently 
provided, During the same period 
Great Britian bought annually about 
the same value of natural products 
which the overseas Empire could have 
provided. The deflection »f a por- 
tion of these two great streams of 
trade from foreign to Empire sources 
is the objective to which the Econo- 
mic Conference delegates set them- 
selves, and the agreements reached 
indicate that success has been achiev- 
ed. They have gone far in the di- 
rection of consolidating the recipro- 
cal trade of thet Empire and strengtth- 
ening the economic rélationship of all 
its parts.

As the writer sits down before his typewriter to type out this article, 
bright sunshine, typical of these beautiful Indian summer days on the 
prairies, is streaming through the window, while there is that invigorating 
tang in the air which leads one to throw back their head and draw in a 
lungful. The sun is shining, and in these days when we are all too prone to 
dwell on the dark side of things, it is well to remember that the sun is still 
there, shining away as strong as ever, the only difficulty being the clouds 
that intervene to obscure our vision. 

, The sun still shines, not only in the actual meaning of the words in the 
physical world, but in the sense that there is much of brightness and warmth 
in life itself. Admittedly there are still difficulties ahead for many people, 
there are very acute problems to be solved, not only by individauls, but by 
communities and governments. These difficulties must be overcome, and 
solutions for these problems found, but is there not a very large ray of sun- 
shine indeed in the: knowledge that never before in the history of mankind 
were 80 many people, including the keenést brains in all countries, devoting 
their time, their intellects, their energies, to searching out and testing the 
efficiency of the remedies to be applied. The world knowse there is some- 
thing out of joint somewhere and there is surely comfort and satisfaction in 
the knowledge that people are not just letting things drift in the hope that 
something will turn up to bring about a betterment, but, on the contrary, 
are tackling the problem from all angles with a view to effecting that better- 
ment and to preventing a recurrence of present difficulties. 

Some people, who talk as if they believed the sun had been finally and 
forever blotted out, keep on circulating pessimistic views to the effect that 
the moral character of people is breaking down, that they are losing their 
initiative, that, instead of retaining confidence in themselves and a pride 
in their own achievements, they are willing to become the mere hirelings of 
the state. In the prevailing atmosphere of gloom in which such people 
surround themselves, they see growing up a generation of loafers and crim- 
inals. Is this a true picture? If it is, how can one account for such a highly 
desirable state of things, as reported in the Toronto Globe, that during the 
recent Canadian National Exhibition at Toronto nearly a million and a half 
people passed through its gates, and in all that time not one arrest on 4 major 
charge was made. As the Globe says this is a remarkable recora. 

The Globe says further that there were but two fires, and these of no 
great consequence; further evidence of the commonsense care exercised by 
dwellers in what for the time-being was a great city exposed to the dangers 
besetting all densely populated urban areas. There is no evidence in those re- 
ports that Canadian people are losing their normal grip, inclined to d:sregard 
the law and to engage in reckless, irresponsible acts. 

The sun is shining. The spirit of helpfulness which rose to ‘aendat he'ghts 
during the tragic years of the war still lives in the hearts and minds of our 
people, It was displayed last year when people in the older sections of Can- 
ada shipped trainloads of supplies to assist and comfort their fellow-citizens 
in the drought-afflicted areas of Saskatchewan, It is being displayed this 
year within the confines of that Province by a great rallying together of 
people who “have” in order that they may give to those who, again this year 
unfortunately, “have not.” It reminds one of the war days when Red Cross 
branches, Patriotic Fund committees, and other organizations with like 
objects were organized and active in éven the smallest. hamlet and rural 
district, to now read of the organization of voluntary rural relief committees 
in areas where there are crops,—albeit not very profitable,—to assist the 
people in the smaller area where, again this year, there have been no crops. 

Th sun is shining iff the“hearts of those who are building up and sup- 
porting these voluntary relief committees, and the sun will be shining in the 
homes to which such aid is extended. ‘

As an officer in the British army 
during the. world war, he was stripped 
of his rank, degraded before the men 
he had commanded and sentenced by 
court-martial to be shot for coward- 
ice. nai ve 

As a private in the Fretch army, 
going through the worst fighting 
around Verdun, he was promoted on 
the field for courage and decorated 
afterwards by Marshal Foch, who de- 
scribed him as “the brayest man 1 
have ever known.” 

That is the amazing story of a 
dual. personality which has been re- 
vealed for the first time by French 
government department. 

This coward-hero, an Englishman 
by birth, was 19 when the war broke 
out. He was working in France, and 
hurried home to join an English regi- 
ment. 

Shortly after his ‘auxin on the 
French front he was involved in an 
affair resulting in his being charged 
and convicted of cowardice. On the 
night fixed for the execution the:man, 
who was known as Potter, managed to 
escape, and was hidden for some 
while by a French woman. 

The hue and cry for him eventually 
died down, but apparently driven iby 
remorse, he joined the foreign legion,. 
claiming to be an Alsatian. He gave 
his name as ‘‘Henry Mayer.’ Because 
he spoke perfect French he was able 
to-get away with it. s 

“Mayer” won the rank of captain, 
was wounded seven times, and has 
been mentioned numerous times for 
conspicuous bravery. 

Recently his real identity was dis- 
covered by the French police, but. it 
is hoped that he will be shown mercy 
by his own government in view of the 
extraordinary circumstances.

After the Washington 
hearings aré concluded the Commis- 
sion will tell the U.S. Government 
how much should be awafded. 

Tho inventor of the ‘‘tin hat’ used 
by the British forces is John Leopold 
Brodie, a British subject now living 
in Buffalo. His design was the only 
one in a hundred submitted to the 
War,Ministry which was deemed sat- 
isfactory. He demands $134,487 from 
the United States in royalties, repre- 
senting six pence on each of 1,537,000 
steel helmets supplied by Britain to 
the American Expeditionary Force. 

The six-inch mortar, one of the 
deadliest trench weapons’of the war, 
was invented by Lieut.-Colonel. Henry 
Newton, Early in the war Britain had 
only two-inch mortars with a» short 
range that enabled the enemy to lo- 
cate them easily and train heavy fire 
on their crews. The larger mortar, 
with its longer range, was highly 
praised by the War Office and adopt- 
ed by the United States forces. New- 
ton is leaving the commission to de- 
cide the amount of the award. 

The “A. B..C.” cipher was that 
most widely used in the last year of 
the war. Its originator, J. C. F. David- 
son, claimed the American navy found 
it valuable in co-operating with Bri- 
tish naval forces. It had the advant- 
age of ‘simplicity, but was baffling 
because one group of letters might 
mean several words instead of only 
one. It dispensed with the necessity of 
many cipher volumes and_ tedious 
deciphering, saving valuable time in 
critical. moments. 

Among the claims were two for a 
ship and an army hut that could be 
assembled in the fastest possible time, 

One of the inventions which did 
most to combat the submarine men- 
ace was the submarine mine invented 
by Commander C, C. Sherman. Com- 
mander G,. B, Riley and Lieut.-Com- 
mander H. O. Meck? all retired navy 
officers. It was the: first that could be 
laid at any depth easily and rapidly. 
Ten thousand could be laid in a 
month. The United States “awarded 
them $30,000, but they felt the sum 
insufficient for’ 125,000 mines. © They 
now ask two dollars a mine. 


Rightful Owners Get Money 


Supreme Court Gives Decision On 
Funds In Vancouver Bank 

Money from the coffers of the Im- 
perial Government of ‘Russia which: 
has lain in the Bank of Montreal at 
Vancouver for 24 years, will soon 
find its way into the hands of its 
rightful owners or their heirs as re- 
sult of a decision given in supreme 
court by Mr. Justice D, A. McDonald. 

The case recalls adventurous seal- 
ing-days of 40 years ago and the 
seizure of the sealing schooner, ‘‘Van- 
couver Bell,” in the Bering Sea by 
| the Russian cruiser “Zabiaka.”’ The 
vessel’s master, the late Captain 
Harvey Copp, of Vancouver and the 
crew were held for six months in a 
Russian prison and then, at the ex- 
pense of the Russian government, and 
im a Russian ship, were returned to 
Vancouver. 

Following the seizure, in 1892, the 
Canadian minister of marine made 
a claim against Russia on behalf of 
| the vessel’s owners, the Vancouver 

Shipbuilding, Sealng and Trading 
Co., Ltd. Sixteen years later the 
Czar’s Government paid $46,480. 

Out of.the money the company paid 
creditors and a 60 per cent. dividend 
to stockholders. A sum of $1,944 
was paid into the Bank of Montreal to 
meet claims of $504 owing three of 
the ship’s crew and stockholders who 
could not ,be located. 

Interest during the passing years 
increased the $1,944 to $3,104. 

When the attorney-general of Bri- 
tish Columbia invoked the Escheats 
Act, or alternatively, the law of bona- 
vacantia, for an order handing the 
money over to the crown, the claim 
was contested on behalf of six share- 
| holders represented in person or by 
;next of kin. Mr. Justice McDonald 
| ruled against the attorney-general. 
| The money, by direction of the judge, 
| will be paid to six claimants and any 
others who established claims within 
| 30 days from advertising in a Van- 
| couver newspaper.

Attempts To Relieve sieve Famiite Discour- 
~ aged By Soviets 

Henceforth bread, flour, cereals, 
seed oils and’ other foodstuffs are to 
be barred from th® mails, the post- 
office announced. 

It is hoped in this way to stop the 
voluntary and individual attempts to 
relieve: famine which prevails in 
many provincial districts. 

In the past half-year and more the 
shortage of food has become so seri- 
ous throughout large areas of the So- 
viet Union that desperate methods of . 
obtaining bread have been‘resorted to. 
Moscow and, to a lesser degree, other 
large cities have been jammed with 
peasants selling their last odds and 
ends of valuables for bread. The 
stations swarm with peasants, each 
staggering under a heavy sack full of 
bread, bound back to the provinces 
and the farms. 

Much food has also found its way 
through the mails, Friends and rela- 
tives in the capital have endeavoured 
to relieve the suffering of their dear 
ones by occasional shipments of food. 
Food has not been plentiful in Mos- 
cow, but agile dodging about and dis- 


-creet speculating has enabled many 


to accumulate a few loaves extra or 
a few pounds of meal of some sort. 
Now this channel has been plugged. 
Peasants will henceforth either have 
to attempt to get aboard already 
hopelessly overcrowded trains for a 
personal visit to Moscow—or starve. 


Wood Regains World’s 
Speedboat Record 


American Pilot Averaged over 124 
Miles An Hour 

Gar Wood regained the world’s 
speedboat.record:by sending his ‘Miss 
America X.” catapulting twice over a 
measured mile on the St. Clair River 
at Algonac, Mich, at an average 
speed of 124.91 statute miles an hour. 

The former record, 119.75 miles an 
hour, was made on Loch Lomond, 
Scotland, July 18 last, by Kaye Don, 
British speedboat pilot, who tried un- 
successfully to wrest the Harms- 
worthy trophy from Wood. 

Wood, after the record-breaking 
run, said “Miss America’s” four 12- 
cylinder engines had not been wide 
open in the effort and he thought 
the big, mahogany-hulled thunderbolt 
could go faster. ‘How much faster, I 
can’t say,” he said. “The motors were 
making 2,500 revolutions per min- 
ute. Their limit, with safety, is 2,- 
700 revolutions per minute.”

Production Of Gold ‘In Canada i 
Shown’ Remarkable Increase 
ing Last Seventy-five Years 4

was followed by similar discoveries i 
in Nova Scotia in 1862, but up to 
1895 the principal output came from * 
British Columbia. The Chaudiere eat?’ 
placer mines in Quebec were estimat- a 
ed to have yielded $2,000,000 between 
1860 and 1876. 

Tn 1896 the discovery of rich grav- 
els on the Klondike River in Yukon 
Territory brought a period of inten- 
sive gold mining in Canada. Between 
1896 and 1905 the total gold produc- 4 
tion was more than $100,000,000 from 
the Yukon alone. At the same time 
the industry underwent great stimu- 
lation in British Columbia and Nova 
Scotia. The peak of this develop- 
ment was reached in 1900 when the 
total Canadian output was 1,350,.057 N 
fine ounces of gold, the largest 
amount revorded for any one year up 
to that time. 


Then production fell off until 1907 
when it was only 405,517 fine ounces. 

Discoveries at Porcupine and Kirk- 
land Lake brought on the greatest 
production the country had yet 
known. These were in 1909 and 1912 
respectively. The success of these 
enterprises led other provinces to 
seek their home territories for similar 
resources with the result that Mani- 
toba and Quebec came into the pic- 
ture. The discovery of gold at Rouyn, 
Quebec, and developments there made 
Quebec the second largest producer 
among the provinces. Finds in’ Mani- 
toba transformed what was previous- 
ly looked upon as a purely agricul- 
tural area, into what approaches Bri- 
tish Columbia as a source of minerals. 

Porcupine and Kirkland Lake re- 
main the most important sources of 
gold yet found in Canada and give 
promise to be the predominating fac- 
tors influencing the trend of produc- > 
tion for years to come.

South Africa, leader among world 
gold producing countries since 1905, 
has forged ahead with only slight 
occasional set-backs until the figure 
was '10;716,861 im 1930. 

In 1931 Canada took a better grip 
on second place with 2,695,219 fine 
ounces. The United States produced 
2,191,881 ounces and South Africa, 
still increasing its output, 10,874,145. 

Gold is found in every province of 
Canada except Prince Edward Island, 
but the province of Ontario is now 
the heaviest producer. Of the 1931 
production Ontario accounted for 78 
per cent., principally from the mines 
at Porcupine and Kirkland Lake. 
Quebec produced 11 per cent. of the 
total, British Columbia 6 per cent., 
Manitoba 4 per cent., and the balance 
from Yukon territory, Nova Scotia 
and Alberta.

Valued at first as an ornamental 
substance of some rarity it quickly 
became a common medium of barter, 
ranking at first with silver, copper, 
iron, corn, oxen, cloth, skins and 
shells. But all these other mediums

mained, always and everywhere held 
in high esteem until finally it be- 
came the accepted standard of value 
throughout the greater part of the 
civilized world. 

As a matter of prosaic fact the 
only industrial use ofthe metal at 
present, apart from ornamental 
value, is in the eee of pen nibs, 
and fillings for teeth. But it remains 
the only substance that is freely ac- 
cepted for all services and commodi- 
ties in all parts of the globe — the 
one commodity the market for which 
is never glutted. 

While gold is found nearly every- 
where it is not an abundant metal 
and its recovery, in many instances, 
is too expensive to make it a profit- 
able undertaking. Its scarcity may 
be envisioned when it is realized that 
if the entire gold production since 
Columbus discovered America in 1492, 
were cast in a solid cube, an edge 
would measure only 38 feet.

VIOLENT POLICE FORCED 
ACTION, JUDGE DECIDES 

Winnipeg, Oct. 27—Judge L. St. 
George Stubbs in country court here 
today acquitted. five’ men charged 
with rioting and possession of dan- 
gerous weapons at Wellwood’s box 
factory last July when strike-break- 
ing workmen were entering the plant. 

The five acquitted were: John 
Charney, James Collins, David Rou- 
sen, Jared Little and Henry Yader- 
nick, 

Judge Stubbs said he was not pre 
peared to fimd the accused even tech- 
nically guilty. Only two of them 
were of mature age, three were quite 
young men and one was in his teens. 

‘The police were on the ground 
early that morning,’’ His Honor said, 
‘and the court finds for thie purpose 
of keeping the strikers, and in fact 
everybody net going into the factory, 
100 yards or more away from the 
building, and to prevent any attempt 
to interefere with those going into 
the factory. A few stones were 
thrown, but no one was hurt. 

“There is no evidence that any of 
thle accused threw stones. They all 
deny doing so. Two of them admit 
they carried clubs, but only for the 
purpose of self-protection, alleging 
that in a clash with the police on a 
previous occasion they had been un- 
justifiably attacked and beaten by 
the police. 

“The evidence satisfies me that 
the pokice uséd more physical force 
and violence than was necessary, ¢r 
proper, and that some of it was used 
for purely punitive purposes.’’ 

‘‘The accused made serious allega- 
tions of physical illtreatment at the 
hands of several of the police during. 


| and after the arrest, 


‘‘Panticularly at such times as 
this, fear is the control¥ing and dom- 
inating passion. We are fear-strick- 
en people, It seems hopeless to cope 
with the situation. People are dis- 
tracted and panicky with fear. 
This féar manifests itself in force 
and restrictions on all sides. 

‘‘Whilerefore are we fearful? We 
are afraid to face the actualilies and 
realities of the situation; afraid of the 
full truth with its necessary implica- 
tions and inexorable consequences. 

‘*Pergonally, in seeing the inner 
light, ag I have seen it, I have tried 
alwaye to face facts without fear, At- 
tempts have been made, and have 
succeeded to punish me for criticisms 
which I have made. Let me say, 
most emphatically, that if our legal 
and judicial system is such a frail, 
fregile and delicately constituted art- 
ificial structure, that the few pufifs 
of fresh air of criticism which I have 
made against it, have so seriously af- 
fected it that it is impaired and de- 
terred in its functionisg, then it is 
high time a hurricane came along 
and blew the while thing away.

Canada will probably issue a: loan 
this fall for a modest sum. While no 
definite decision has been made, sug- 
gestions are that the loan will be for 
about $50,000,000. 

This loan would be an internal 
one and payable in Canadian money. 
The issues, it is understood, would 
carry interest at 414 per cent. 

+Issue of this loan would be large- 
ly for the purpose of taking care of 
$34,000,000 residuum of a war loan 
whichis payable on November 1. This 
amount is the remainder of a 1922 
war refunding loan. 

Canada has treasury notes totalling - 
$40,000,000 coming due in New York 
on December 1 at 4 per cent. The 
whole question of the renewal of this 
loan in New York is to be considered 
by the Dominion government with the 
likelihood of action along these lines; 
but at the moment there is no definite 
decision. 


Alberta Products Are 


Increasing In- Value 


Figures Show Revenue From Farms 
Greater This Year . 

Several million dollars increase in 
revenue from Alberta farm products 
is expected jn 1932, compared with 
the 1981 figures, according to Calgary 
financial authorities. 

The 1932 revenue is expected to ex- 
ceed $152,000,000, compared’ with 
$148,000,000 in 1931. . 

Alberta’s farm animal production 
for1932 will total $20,000,000, it is es- 
timated: The dairy industry is expect- 
ed to realize $12,000,000 while poultry 
and poultry products may reach §8,- 
000,000. Miscellaneous commodities, it 
is believed, will return $300,000. 

These figures added to $116,000,000, 
set as the value of this year's field 
crops, results in the estimated $152, 
000,000 total.
